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CHAPTER I 
Organization and Administration 

The 606th Aircraft Control and Warning Squadron, 502d Tactical 
Control Group, is currently operating under T0 & E 1-2126T for manning 
purposes and under TO & E 1-600 for equipment purposes. 

The location of the squadron site remains unchanged, being just 
Northeast of Kimpo Airfield (K-14) Korea. The location of Detachments 
# 2 and # 3 remain unchanged. Detachment #1, formerly located just 

& South of Inchon, Korea was deactivated effective 30 dune 1952, in accordance 
with GO 12, Headquarters 502d Tactical Control Group. All personnel being 
assigned to the Squadron TADC site or to Detachment # 3, while all surplus 
equipment was turned in to supply. 

The squadron mission, as stated in Mission Letter, File EB 320, 
Headquarters, 502d Tactical Control Group, dated 1 June 1951, is as follows: 

1. Establish, operate, and maintain a Tactical Air Direction Center 
as directed by Headquarters, 502d Tactical Control Group, with the following 

= capabilities: 

a. Directing Tactical Air Strikes by electronic means. 
b. Effecting ground controlled intercepts within the area of 
calibrated coverage. 

2. To establish, operate, and maintain one light-weight unit, as 
directed by Headquarters, 502d Tactical Control Group, with the capability 
of plotting aircraft moving within the area of calibrated coverage. 

3, Install, operate, and maintain communication facilities within 


capabilities, required for effective squadron operations. 
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he Establish, operate and maintain one VHF/DF station as directed. 
5. To provide navigational aid for friendly aircraft in distress, 
6. To perform such other missions as may be directed by higher 


headquarters.

Second Class, and one (1) Airman Second Class to Airman Third Class. 
Thirty (30) airmen were rotated to the Zone of Interior.

June saw the dissolution, on orders from 502d Tactical Control Group, 
of Detachment # 1 and equipment located at the Detachment has either been 
assimilated locally or turned-in to higher headquarters, 

There were several personnel changes in June. We were joined by

Section and establish supply u 3 at the detachments, In addition, 
J S/Sgt James 0, Sutton and 4/20 Clyde Wi, Lentz rotated to the 4I while 


A/1C Booker T. Roberson and A/3C Bruce L. Swenson were new additions 
to the section. 

During the first six months of 1952 the 606th Aircraft Control and 
Warming Squadron Motor Pool has progressed, The month of June climaxed 
this period and marked the completion of several building projects, 
installations, and other improvements that have greatly increased our 


maintenance and operational efficiency. 
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The Production Control Department is now located in a recently 
completed wood frame and metal building near the Maintenance Shop, This 
makes poSsible much closer co-ordination between the Maintenance Shop and 
the Controlling Office. Vehicles that are due monthly and semi-annual 
preventive maintenance service and inspection are delivered by members of 
the motor pool area section. The new set-up has proven very satisfactory 
during the month. 

4 new driver's maintenance check point, or service area, has been 
established and a fenced-in fuel dump was built in a new, uncongested 
location. The fuel pump is accessable to both the driver's maintenance 
service area and the road, Wie have not as yet obtained an F2A Trailer 
to replace our antiquated fuel unit, which is currently used as a storage 
tank for gravity feed, 

The Driver's School has been moved to the former Production Control 
Office, which was rebuilt for the school's needs, It is an ideal site, 
since it is convenient for personnel billeted higher on the hill and for 
testing procedure, 

A new Motor Transportation Officer, lst Lt. Woodbridge, was assigned 
to the Motor Pool, replacing 1st Lt. Bossard, Other developments: A few 
of the badly needed TO's arrived, but we still lack many vital publications, 
The new vehicles that were received during June include one GMC 2 1/2 ton 
truck, one Dodge 3/4 ton weapons carrier, one 4-5 ton White tractor and 
two Machine Shop Vans, one of which is operating adjacent to the Maintenance 


Shop. One airman Third Class made A/2C and one Airman Second Class made 
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A/1C this month, Four airmen rotated to the ZI, while two airmen, both 
drivers, were assigned, Seven men started clearing the base for rotation 
on the 29th. This included Motor Sergeant Scruggs, who will be replaced 
as Motor Sergeant by T/Sgt Massey, the present Truckmaster, All sections 
are shorthanded, 

The Production Control Inspection Department issued 84 work orders 
and 36 monthly and semi-annual inspections. Bighty-five (85) work orders 
and 40 inspections were completed during the month, Seven Limited 
Technical Inspections were performed, No vehicles were dispositioned, 

The total mileage on vehicles was 25,213 with a gas consumption of 
3,308 gallons. These totals include all motor driven vehicles dispatched 


from the squadron to on and off post destinations, 
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CHAPTER IV 
Operations and Training 

During the period 1-30 June Dentist continued to maintain 24 hour 
a day surveillance, with the exception of routine and emergency maint 
enance and a 14 hour period during which a move was made from mobile 
truck vans to a permanent installation canparable to some of the best 
state-side installations. 

This move was made on the 30th of June and was outstanding for its 
speed and efficiency. As in previous months, over 90% of the missions 
and traffic in Korea were handled by this site. Morale is very high, 
due to the fine record for MIG assists and aircraft saves accomplished, 

Considerable VHF trouble had ‘en experienced most of the month, 
due to the large number of channels that were anticipated to be available, 
and the limitation of our facilities. This is expected to be greatly 
overcome in our new site due to the efforts of Capt, Currie and his 
communications crews who have worked extremely hard to devise a more adequate 
system, 

Five MIG kills were confirmed for the month through the efforts of 
the controllers, Capt. James I, Wheeler getting three on 11 June and one 
on the 28th of June,and Capt, P, D. Gardner getting one on the 21st of 
June, Capt. Lloyd K, Soverin was credited with a series of radar-con- 
trolled bombings on the night of 11 - 12 June which resulted in 250 
Communist troops killed, one artillery position, one Communist command 


post and numerous mortar positions destroyed. 
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Capt. Hulse was sent to Detachment 2 to augment the controller team 
there. Information fron Detachment # 2 is becaning more and more helpful 
as their equipment and efficiency improves. 

Through the efforts of Capt, J, J, McDonnell a new method was adopted 
by the 4th Fighter Intercepter Wing by which jet aircraft can be recovered 
from North Korea in minimum time, utilizing ground control systems to the 
best advantage. By this method jet aircraft can be brought safely to 
home base in marginal weather by GCI-GCA control. 

Two alerts were called by Dentist during the month, In each case 
aircraft were identified as friendly and the all clear sounded, 

A large number of visitors came to Dentist during the month, primarily 
the result of fighter pilots realizing the great value Dentist is to them, 
not only in assisting them to make contact with enemy aircraft, but in 
prompt navigational aid to targets and normal and emergency recovery 
e assistance, 

It is anticipated that the new operations building, which became 
operational at 0222, 1 July 1952 will enable Dentist to give even more 
GCI and navagational assistance in the future and still further enhance 
the role they have thus far played in the Korean conflict. 

A total of 4084 missions were controlled by Dentist as indicated on 
ineclosure number one, The number of aircraft per mission was from one to 
thirty-six, Numerous GCI-GCA letdoms were made successfully and many 


aircraft were given navigational assistance. 
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CHAPTER V 
Communications and Radar 

During the period 1 = 30 June 1952, the squadron facilities were 
located North - Northeast of Kimpo Airfield, 

Ten channels of VHF were in operation from the lst to the 30th of 
June, Types of equipment being utilized were the SCR-573 and 574 radio 
sets, Five nets in the high frequency (HF) band are being utilized to 
contact other units. Type of equipment being utilized is the SCR-399 
radio set. 

One new high frequency (HF) net was installed, resulting in a total 
of five nets in the high frequency band. 

Frequency modulation (FM) is being utilized as the main line of 
communications utilizing AN/TRC-4's and AN/TRO-1's, Only minor difficulties 
were encountered in maintaining constant operation. 

Land line operations are utilizing eleven spiral four cables and four 
W-110-B wire circuits,

During the month of June, 11 airmen joined the section, Four airmen 
were rotated to the Z1, Three men are in the hospital. Three men were 
transferred and 1 man was relieved from duty Jue to disciplinary action. 
Section strength is now 156 airmen, 4 officers and 1 Tech Rep, Of these 
26 airmen and 2 officers are being ubilized to maintain communication at 
Squadron Detachments, 
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MPS.5 Radar Set: Maintenance on the MPS-5 radar set was largely 
routine with only 9 hours and 39 minutes emergency maintenance, 

CPS-), Radar Set: Emergency maintenance on the CPS-4 radar set 
amounted to 26 hours and 29 minutes, 

GPX-12 Identification Equipment: This equipment was off the air 
for only 4 hours, primarily a result of operation with inadequate spare 
parts, Gritical shortages of 2C39A transmitter tubes and Advance Electric 
Company plug-in type relays were experienced during the month of June. 

CPX-1 Identification Equipment: Emergency maintenance on the CPX-1 
Identification amounted to only 13 hours and 7 minutes, 

TPS-1C Radar Set: Authorization from higher headquarters was received 
which permitted the turn-in to supply of the TPS-1C Radar Set, The equip- 
ment had been on standby status previously. 

Power Units: During the month of June, both 60KW Stewart-Stevenson 
power units gave excellent and uninterrupted service, the actual time of 
operation being divided equally between the two units. 

The scheduled one thousand hour maintenance check was performed on 
Stewart-Stevenson Power Unit Number 13100-51. It was noted that the fuel 
injector should be replaced, however, this could not be done at this time 
due to the replacement injector not being available. Efforts are currently 


being made to obtain a replacement part. 
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CHAPTER VI 
Intelligence 

Two "Flak Overlays" were received from the Fifth Air Force during the 
month but due to shortage of acetate, they could not be utilized to their 
best advantage, They were useful however, and will be invaluable for 
future operations. 

Daily briefings of staff officers continued with one great improvement, 
In the past the Daily Combat Operations Report was forwarded from the 502d 
Tactical Control Group, thus information for briefing purposes was two days 
old. Starting 22 June 1952 this same report is picked up from the message 
center of the 4th Fighter Intercepter Wing on a teletype message the 
morning following the action and briefings are now being given on previous 
days missions, 

Approximately two thirds of the airmen requiring Secret Clearances 
completed personal history statements and fingerprint cards and were 
forwarded to 502d Tactical Control Group. Seven airmen received Interim 
Secret Clearances and two officers received Interim Cryptographic Clearances 
from Air Provost Marshal, 502d Tactical Control Group, 

Lt. Friedman relieved Lt. Silcox as Air Police Officer, 

Two airmen were transferred from the section during this month. 
A/20 Babb was transferred to Japan, A/3C O'Keefe was transferred to the 
Medics. The Air Police Section now has a total of 38 airmen. 

The Air Police Section received no promotions for the month, 

Six airmen from other sections within the squadron are still being 


assigned weekly to the Air Police Section for interior guard duty. 
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CHAPTER VII 
Miscellaneous 

Colonel Delaney, 502d Tactical Control Group Commander, made Staff 
visits to this site during the month. 

Numerous visitors during the month included staff officers of the 
502d Tactical Control Group, the Commanding Officer and members of the 
staffs of the 4th and 51st Fighter Intercepter Wings, 

During the month, construction of a new Operations Quonset Hut was 

¢ completed, and the move of all operational gear, both radar and radio, was 
begun 30 June 1952 at 1350 hours and completed approximately twelve and 
one half hours later. It is anticipated that with the better conditions 
for operation, a much increased efficiency in carrying out the mission of 
the Tactical Air Direction Center will result. 
DETACHMENTS 
DETACHMENT #1 
Detachment # 1 (Dentist Able) has been on stand-by status. The 
e Detachment Commander was informed at the weekly staff meeting 22 June 1952 
that the unit would be inactivated effective 1 July 1952, reference: 
General Order 12, 502d Tactical Control Group, dated 21 June 1952. 

During the period three (3) trucks were painted and stenciled at this 
location. 

The Command Post gun positions were changed to better locations during 
this period, 

Work started 23 June 1952 to return all squadron property and dismantel 


Detachment property that could be recovered and used elsewhere. 
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DETACHMENT # 2 

The mission of Detachment # 2 is to assist Dentist in the control 
of friendly aircraft, to provide early warning and to assist aircraft 
in need of navigatiomal aid. To help fulfill this mission the following 
waS accomplished by Detachment # 2. 

1. 1251 aircraft were plotted, 

2. 9 VHF/DF steers were given to aircraft requesting steers, 

3. 10 yellow alerts and 2 red alerts were ordered for Detachment 
# 2 area, 

4. 12 GCI missions were attempted resulting in 7 interceptions, 

Wajor Rausch, Detachment Commander, was relieved by Major Earl Tamble 
on 12 June 1952. VIP visitors to the site included Brig. Gen, Warburton, 
Col. Ferguson and Col. Delaney. 

On the night of 28 June 1952 an exceptional heavy rain storm caused 
the little weapon (TPS-1C) to go on condition # 2. Several site bunkers 
and other site equipment was damaged by the heavy rains, 

Video on the TPS-1C was accomplished by maintenance crews for the 
first time on the evening of 30 June 1952. 

Future plans for this detachment include the installation of CPS-4 
and CPS-1, warehousing facilities, new mess hall and kitchen, BOQ and 
Airmans Club. 

Logistical support from the 606th Squadron has improved a little and we 


receive fresh meat approximately every four days, however there is room for 
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improvement on staple items, Our supply of milk, can vegetables and 
butter was exhausted on the 22nd of the month, We have been using our 
"Ct rations since that date. 

Improvements in the detachment include an outdoor theater and showers 
for officers and airmen, 

DETACHMENT # 3 

Many improvements were made at this detachment during the month of 
June. Lt, E, W, Harvey was assigned to the detachment as communications 
officer. One of the first improvements was the replacement of the SCR-399 
radio set van with one of better condition obtained from the squadron. 

Physical improvements consisting of the building of a loading dock 
and sanitary latrine,and the spreading of additional decomposed granite 
on the area resulted in better living conditions for the assigned personnel. 

Capt. Hill, Detachment Commander, has been on temporary duty to 
Okinawa since the 6th of June for the purpose of co-ordination of detach- 
ment problems. Capt, Hedges was ordered to duty with the 502d Tactical 
Control Group Headquarters on 16 June 1952, 

Personnel losses consisted of three men returning to the ZI on 
regular rotation while gains consisted of the assignment of four radar 
maintenance mechanics, 

The detachment was visited by Major Chesler, Commanding Officer of 
the 606th AC & W Squadron, Major Greene and Major Jones, 502d Tactical 


Control Group for the purpose of familiarization. 
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Lt. Woodbridge, Supply Officer 606th AC & W Squadron, visited the 
detachment for the purpose of co-ordinating supply requirements. 

The detachment has provided assistance to a record number of aircraft 
during the month of June , resulting in the placing of a record tonnage of 
bombs on enemy targets. A high accuracy of hits resulted from the 


assistance provided the aircraft by this detachment. 
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
